Whereas, in the year 2000 Fred Douglas fulfilled a longstanding promise to his mother to move
back home to Charleston where he involved himself in the local business community through the ownership and
operation of D&C Car Wash; and

Whereas, universally praised for his ability to detail cars and do minor mechanic work, Fred
Douglas developed and maintained an exceptional reputation for his volunteer work with the troubled youth
participants of the Susanna Wesley Family Learning Center; and

Whereas, Fred Douglas also turned his time and energy to the young men of the community who
were released from prison and on probation, many of whom looked upon him as a true father figure; and

Whereas, Fred Douglas had a heart of gold which prompted him always to address the problems
of others with astute advice, wisdom, knowledge, a willingness to talk, and the ability to teach needed skills:

Now, therefore, be it resolved that we, the members of the Missouri House of
Representatives, Ninety-second General Assembly, join unanimously to memorialize the life and work of Fred
Douglas and to convey this legislative body’s most heartfelt condolences to all of those family members,
friends, colleagues, and neighbors who now miss his exceptional warmth and light in their daily lives; and

Be it further resolved that the Chief Clerk of the Missouri House of Representatives be
instructed to prepare a properly inscribed copy of this resolution in memory of Fred R. Douglas of Charleston,
Missouri.
